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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Currently, claims 62, 66, 75, 76, 79, and 81-83 are pending and allowed. 

2. In the prior action, mailed on June 8, 2007, claims 62, 66, 75, 76, 79, and 81-83 were 
pending and rejected. 

In the Response of December 10, 2007, the Applicant amended claims 62, 66, 75, 76, and 

79. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. (Prior Rejection- Withdrawn) Claims 62, 66, and 81-83 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In view of the 
amendment of the claims, and the arguments presented pursuant thereto, the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 and 103 

4. (Prior Rejections- Withdrawn) Claims 62, 66, and 81-83 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shaw (U.S. 4,904,584), and further in view of Bazan 
(Immunology Today 11: 350-54). Claims 62, 66, 75, 76, 79, and 81-83 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Shaw in view of Bazan, and further in view of Bowie. The rejections 
are withdrawn.
